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HE seaside resorts that are to be found 
along the coast of Dublin and Wicklow 
have that very necessary adjunct to such 
places, a mine of attractions beyond that 
of good bathing and plenty of pastimes. 
All of them are within easy reach of places 
of interest inland. The archeologist can 
find all over the two counties old build- 
ings that link the present day with the 
earliest records of Ireland. In the valley

FROM Galway to Clifden one passes 

through the heart of Connemara and 
through scenery indescribably beautiful. 
On route one passes Maam Turk and the 
Twelve Pins, two lovely groups of moun- 
tains, which will afford glorious climbing 
to those so inclined; whilst the angler 
will find in the chain of lakes between the 
mountain ranges sport to his heart’s con- 
tent. Ballynahinch, the residence latterly

of Glendalough, by its strange 
lake, hemmed in by dark 
mountains, the eerie quality of the 
scenery grips the imagination in stronger 
manner than the easy sunlit charm of 
many a more superficially attractive place. 
He will be in fit mood to study the old 
round tower, St. Kevin’s Kitchen, with 
its solid stonework roof, the old Celtic 
crosses and gravestones. Never did 
nature afford so harmonious a setting for 
the work of men’s hands that was fated 
to survive the centuries and draw pil- 
grims from all over the world. 

All over Wicklow lie places worth visit- 
ing. South of Glendalough is Glenma- 
lure, with its cliff-walled valley; the 
gentle beauty of the Vale of Avoca, with 
its memories of Thomas Moore; the tree 
where he is said to have written his poem 
on the Vale—he denied that he had 
written it there himself, but the myth 
persists, and a tree, dead, but still railed 
in from harm, is pointed out to visitors 
as the one under which he sat while 
writing the poem. 

All through Wexford, a prosperous and 
fertile county, history can be learnt or re- 
called. Enniscorthy stands under the 
shadow of Vinegar Hill, of battle memury. 
Ferns, once the capital of Leinster, is 
famed for its Castle of Norman construc- 
tion, a historic church, and an abbey. Off 
the coast lies the Saltee Islands, a 
rendezvous for ornithologists. New loss, 
to which a pleasant trip by river can be 
taken from Waterford, for all its busy 
modernity, was already an old town when 
Strongbow’s daughter founded a monastery 
there. Wexford’s quaint narrow streets 
and ancient houses was the scene of many 
battles from the time of the Danes to 
Cromwell. 

In Kilkenny again is history in every 
street. Ormonde Castle, which houses a 
fine picture gallery and beautiful tapes- 
tries, was rebuilt and added to trom a 
fortress of Strongbow’s. The Cathedral 
of St. Canice contains fine monuments, 
has a round tower. Of the old 
Franciscan Friary only ruins and an 
exquisite window remain. The _ Slack 
Friary and the Church of St. John are 
very old buildings. A graceful tower 
attracts the eye to a piece of modern 
architecture, the fine Roman Catholic 
Cathedral. One of the great attractions 
for strangers with an architectural bent is 
to be found in this county; near ‘homas- 
town are the ruins of an old Cistercian 
foundation, Jerpoint Abbey, a very 
beautiful building. 

Carlow is well in the forefront of 
affairs now as the site of the first sugar- 
beet factory in Ireland. Its prosperous 


and peaceful aspect of to-day bears little 


of the Maharajah of Nawanagar, more 
familiarly known as Prince Ranjitsinhji, 
the famous cricketer, Kylemore Castle, 
now the home of the Benedictine Nuns, 
and Clifden, one of the most westerly 
towns in Europe, are all set in surround- 
ings which will repay a visit. On the 


journey one passes through miles of 


mountains. The ruins of Sligo:Abbey in 
the town are well worth a visit; whilst 
some four miles outside the town may be 
seen the great stone monument, some- 
times called the “ Irish Stonehenge,” a 
rude oblong block 144 feet long and 50 
feet across, Strandhill and Rosses Point 
are seaside resorts, within a few short 
miles of Sligo, which are rapidly gaining 
in popularity. 

Lough Gill, the county’s most famous 
lake, is considered by many to be the 
equal of Killarney. 

The lake has historic associations, as in 
days of old its waters lapped the home 
from which Dervorgilla, wife of Breffni’s 
Prince, fled to the arms of the King of 
Leinster. Dromahaire, in Co. Leitrim, 
lying at*the upper end of Lough Gill, is 
another delightful spot, situated on a 
rushing river; beside which stands an 
ancient abbey of much interest to the 
antiquarian, and surrounded by beautiful 
scenery. 

W. B. Yeats, who spent his early years 
in this part of the country, has put lovely 
Lough Gill on the map of every country 
in the world by his beautiful poem, 


“The Lake of Innisfree ” :— 
I will arise and go now, and go to Innisfree, 
And a small cabin buiid there, of clay and wattles 
made : 
And I shall have some peace there, for peace comes 
dropping slow, ' 
Dropping from the veils of the morning to 
where the cricket sings; 
There midnight’s all a glimmer, and noon a purple 
low, 
And cvening ful! of the linnet’s wings. 


ULSTER. 
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T Derry one is on the threshold of 
Donegal, one of the most picturesque 

of Irish counties. It is essentially a 
mountain area, with glorious ridges and 
deep valleys, while the coast is rough and 
broken with innumerable headlands and 
towering cliffs, tenanted in summer by 
thousands of _ sea-birds. Lakes are 
numerous, and the fishing excellent. Long 
branching sea inlets of deep, clear water 
add to the charm of the scene. Rock and

one catches a glimpse of a bare legged, 
red-skirted girl bringing in the turf. 
From Clifden the traveller passes 
through a wild, but wonderful, tract of 
country to Leenane at the head of the 
mysterious Killary Harbour, and on to 
Delphi, which the late King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra, after a Royal tour in 
the West, described as “ the most beauti- 
ful part of all their travels.’’ So one 
passes on into Mayo, and in the distance 
towers the lofty Croagh Patrick, with its 
striking profile, towering high over Clew 
Bay of the blue islands and the peaks. 
The shrine on the top of Croagh Patrick 
annually attracts thousands of pilgrims 
from all parts of the world, who come 
to kneel and pray where St. Patrick 
knelt and prayed over fifteen centuries 
ago. Westport, at the foot of Croagh 
Patrick, is a delightful old-world town, 
with its tree-bordered quays, glancing 
quays, and broad walks. On the seashore 
is an old square castle, where once lived 
and fought the famous Grace O’ Malley-— 
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sign of its stormy past. The River Barrow 
supplies excellent opportunities for fishing 
and boating. 

Kildare, with its magnificent racecourse 
and fine sporting associations, is a »ame 
of solid worth in the sporting world. But 
it has great significance in other spheres. 
At Maynooth is the great training college 
for the Irish priesthood ; to Clane a yearly 
pilgrimage to the grave of Wolfe Tone is 
made in honour of his memory. 

The Valley of the Boyne we might al- 
most call our Valley of the Kings—there 
lies the dust of Irish kings since days be- 
fore Christianity came to this country. 
The tumuli at New Grange and Dowth 
have nothing to compare with them except 
in Egypt. Another. Cistercian monastery, 
the first foundation of the kind in Ire- 
land, is Mellifont Abbey, a very beauti- 
ful edifice near the Louth border ; portions 
of it are still standing. Not far from 
this Abbey are the remains of Monaster- 
boice, the round tower and the ruins of 
two churches,. and some crosses with 
beautiful carving and ornamentation ; one 
of them twenty-seven feet high, the type 
of high cross found so often in Ireland. 
Other crosses of this kind which are very 
famous are those seen at Kells, where was 
compiled in the seventh century the great 
“ Book of Kells,” now in Trinity College. 
Here and at Tara Hill the present fades 
out; no matter what future prosperity 
may bring in such places, the glamour of 
the past will always dominate. At 
Donaghpatrick, close to Navan, the last 
Irish king presided over the Tailteann 
Games. 

Athlone for the holidays has a fine 
variety of sport and amusement, and tne 
town is not far from that one-time great 
centre of learning and. piety—Clonna- 
noise, with its noble’ memories of St. 
Kieran and St»-Columba. Only broken 
groups of ruins now survive, towers and 
crosses and crumbling arches and walls, 
but their. beauty and associations make 
them the goal of many a traveller.

the Granuaile of song and storv—that 
fierce sea-fighting Western chieftain. 
Passing on, one reaches Mallaranny, well 
known for its fine sport and beautiful 
scenery, and passes on to Achill Sound, 
where a mere thread of the sea, spanned 
by a bridge, separates Achill Island from 
the mainland, The cliffs of Achill are 
magnificent. At the west end of the 
Island the Croaghaun is a sheer drop of 
over two thousand feet. 

The coast of Mayo displays cliff scenery 
unsurpassed in most countries of Europe, 
and is well worth seeing. Central parts 
of Mayo are known chiefly for the fishing 
provided in Loughs Mask, Conn, and 
Carra. 

In the Northern end of the county the 
antiquary will be well repaid by a visit 
to Ardnaree, the hill of execution, over- 
looking Ballina. Nearby is Killala, where 
the French landed in 1798 before taking 
part in the battle, which has come down 
to history as “ The Raves of Castlebar.”’ 

Sligo County is rapidly becoming a very 
popular haunt of tourists and noliday- 
makers. The town itself is situated at the 
head of Sligo Bay, and, save on the sea- 
side, is encircled on all sides by high 


penna offer splendid golf links. In Inish- 
owen, in the north of the county, are all 
the characteristics of Donegal scenery. In 
the centre Slieve Snaght rises over two 
thousand feet. In the extreme north is 
Malin Head, the most northerly point of 
Ireland. 

Lough Swilly is a lovely sea inlet, wind- 
ing far in among the hills. The railway 
from Letterkenny, capital af the county, 
to Creeslough opens up a wonderful 
country of mountain, lake and glen. The 
Rock of Doon, the picturesque pass of 
Barnesbeg, and the Valley of Lackagh 
offer unforgettable scenery. Many of the 
famed glens of Donegal are here, includ- 
ing the Poisoned Glen and Glen Lough. 
To the west is Dunlewy and its chain of 
lovely lakes, and so on to Burton Port. 
Ardara and Glenties offer good accommo- 
dation to the angler. Through the pass 
of Glengesh one reaches Glencolumbcille, 
with its glorious precipice of Glen Head 
at its northern side. There is much to 
interest the archeologist here. In the 
south, on Donegal Bay, are Killybegs, 
with its lovely natural harbour and 
velvety strand. Further south are other 
beautiful resorts: Rossnowlagh, beside the 
sea ; Pettigo, overlooking Lough Erne, and 
Ballyshannon, famed for its splendid 
salmon leap. In the extreme southern 
corner, where Sligo, Leitrim, Fermanagh 
and Donegal meet, is Bundoran, the most 
popular and best equipped of all the 
watering places on the West coast. 

Here one is within easy reach of Fer- 
managh County, the greatest charm of 
which is the River Erne, which spreads 
into lake-like expanses throughout the 
greater part of its course. The town of 
Enniskillen is situated on an island be- 
tween the two main expanses known as 
the Upper and Lower Longh Erne. Ilere 
one is in the centre of glorious country, 
and a steamer service is available to make 
acquaintance .with the lakes and their 
many islands. There are many historic 
ruins in the district, ineluding a tall and 
very beautiful round tower. Belleek, on 
the western end of the lower lake, is 
famous for its Belleek china. 

Armagh is famous as the ecclesiastical 
centre of the country, inasmuch as it is 
the seat of both the Catholic and the Pro- 
testant Primates of Ireland. St. Patrick 
founded Armagh, and for a long time it 
was the political, as well as the ecclesiasti- 
cal, capital of Ireland. Two miles from 
Armagh is Navan Fort, the ancient 
Emania. Queen Macha, from whom the 
county is named, founded it three 
centuries before the birth of Christ, and 
in it for centuries the Kings of Ulster 
held Court. 

_The province of Ulster has, in Lough 
Neagh, the largest lake in Great Britain 
or Ireland. Washing five counties, it is 
eighteen miles in length, eleven in 
breadth, and embraces an area of 153 
square miles. 


It has some very pretty scenery, 
especially on the south and east shores. 
As is usual with Irish waters, Lough 
Neagh has had many legends created about 
it. The petrifying powers of the waters 
is a legend which still persists in the 
imarkets of the Northern towns, in the 
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cry of the pedlars, ‘‘ Lough Neagh stones

= Limerick there must have been, in 

the distant past, a very high standard 
of culture and material wealth, judging 
from the number of ruins of ecclesiastical! 
foundations all over the county—at 
Killaloe, the island of Iniscaltra, Adare, 
Askeaton. To-day the tide of prosperity 
bids fair to rise again since the start of the 
scheme to harness the Shannon for the 
supply of electricity for the whole country. 
The works at Ardnacrusha and the little 
colony of Irish and German workers are 
well worth a visit, even for those not 
interested in the technical side of the 
great undertaking. 

Along the sixty miles of Clare coast lies 
many well-known sea resorts, where 
crowds flock every summer, looking for 
the sure effect on frayed nerves and tired 
bodies and minds of the bracing air driv- 
ing in from the great Atlantic. Here is 
no sheltering fringe of islands off the 
coast to break the strength of the ocean 
rollers. But the winding coastline affords 
in its nooks and crannies many a nestling 
place for the long string of summer resorts 
that dot the sea front, Kilkee, Miltown 
Malbay, Spanish Point. Lahinch, more 
exposed than the others to the full force 
of the sea, has nearby one of the most 
popular golf links in Treland:. Bally- 
vaughan, in a nook of Galway Bay, has a 
more sheltered aspect; its immediate 
neighbourhood has many objects of 
interest for the antiquary. 

Inland, the town of Ennis, with its 

narrow streets, has to show a fine old 
Franciscan monastery, once a great centre 
of learning, now only a memory for the 
greater part, only an eastern window and 
parts of the building still standing. 
: “Cashel of the Kings,’’ in Tipperary, 
is another name that is familiar in many 
lands. The Rock of Cashel, a name 
signifying a stone fort, three hundred feet 
above the surrounding land. holds the re- 
mains of a group of beautiful medieval 
buildings from the time when Cashel was 
a great ecclesiastical centre. The finest cf 
these edifices is Cormac’s Chapel, with its 
stone roof and carved doorway, and 
exquisite Celtic ornamentation. Another 
splendid ecclesiastical ruin is Holycross 
Abbey, near Thurles. " 

The coast of Waterford is lined with 
many a pleasant summer resort ; Tramore, 
picturesquely situated on a hill sloping 
down to the water’s edge; Passage East, 
Dunmore, Dungarvan, Ardmore, with its 
round tower, believed to be one of the last 
built ; the church, St. Declan’s, is a fine 
building, and a matter of great pride to 
the inhabitants of the district Up the 
Blackwater Valley is much. lovely scenery, 
and mountain-climbers will delight in the 
Comeragh group, with its precipitous 
stretches and black tarns. Lismore, with 
its chequered past, the bone of contention 
“between many combatants, is an exyuisite 
spot, with its great cathedral, St. 
.Carthagh’s, and the towering guard of the 
Knockmealdown Mountains rearing itself 
up from the northern side of the river.
